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Hearst, Hitler's Helper 


IS just a month now since Adolf Hitler 
voiced a frantic SOS, a desperate appeal 
to his friends the world over to help save the 
Third Reich from its approaching doom. 
That was on January 30th. Since then, Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst’s newspapers have 
noticeably stepped up the most arrogant in- 
citations against the established foreign pol- 
icy of our government and its most vital 
allies.

These telegrams show 
that the trumped-up tales of “Washington 
reactions,” and “Congressional opinion” 
about the Soviet Union are manufactured 
according to detailed instructions from “The 
Chief” himself. The Hearst press has become 
@ monstrous conspiracy against the informa- 
tion and intelligence of millions of unsus- 
pecting citizens who read his papers. 

All this is no longer news for our own 


readers, for most progressive people. That 


Hearst does not represent the American na- 
tion goes without question. And this fact 
was fully apparent in the way the Soviet 
journalist, David Zaslavsky, handled him the 
other day. Writing for the Soviet public, 
Zaslavsky was careful to make it very clear 
that for all his power, Hearst is the spokes- 
man for that minority of the blackest reac- 
tionaries with whom decent Americans have 
nothing in common. 


Nevertheless, it is not hard to appreciate : 
the questions that must arise in the minds 


of Soviet, or British or other allied peoples. 
They find it hard to comprehend how in this 
critical year, after the agreements of Tehran 
and Moscow, this neanderthal man, William 
Randolph Hearst, is permitted such complete 
freedom to poison American minds against 
our own country’s policies. : 

Perhaps we Americans, for whorfi Hearst 
is old stuff, have become too complacent, too 
neglectful of Hearst’s malignant influence. 
Certainly, it is an erroneous and dangerous 
interpretation of free speech which enables 
Hearst to use his vast network of papers 
and radio stations for falsehood and treason. 
If a man deliberately yells “fire” in a crowded 
theatre, the police quickly recognize the 
Maniac and deprive him of his anti-social 
freedom. If Hearst were to organize mass- 
meetings against the government every 
morning and every evening, the nation would 
soon come to the conclusion that its own 
freedom demands that Hearst be deprived 
of his. Yet that is exactly what this simian 
of San Simeon does in his newspapers every 
Single day. a 

It is time to put an end to it. It is time 
to realize that Hearst hardly will affect the 
might and persistence of the Soviet Union 
in wiping out our common enemy. It is us, 
our own boys, our own war effort, our own

Willkie Gets Reckless 


FTER days of conspicuous and far from 
courageous silence, Wendell Willkie has 
finally made a statement on the tax battle. 

It, is a statement which makes cléar that 
the more difficult and desperate become Mr. 
Willkie’s chances to land the Republican 
Presidential nomination, the more reckless 
become his criticisms of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 

From the beginning of Mr. Willkie’s pres- 
ent campaign we pointed out that Willkie’s 
partisanship may lead him to unprincipled- 
ness. The 1940 Republican nominee is now 
rapidly realizing all our predictions. 

In trying to win over the Tafts and Lan- 
dons—whom he now even goes out of the 
way to praise '—he is not gaining their good 
will or support. To the contrary, he is only 
alienating the Willkie Republicans, who have 
stood by him because he was supposed to 
represent a certain “liberal” viewpoint. 

The more Mr. Willkie concedes to the 
rightist leadership of the Republican Party, 
the less reason is there why they should pay 
any serious attention to him. If he takes on 
the garb and guise of Bricker, Dewey and 
Taft, what reason is there for his being 
considered a Presidential possibility? That 
is indeed the precise way to make sure that 
he will not get the Republican nomination. 

Proof that this is the case was given only 
yesterday by the poll of the GOP delegates 
to the 1940 convention made by James S. 
Kemper, Chicago insurance executive. That 
poll reveals a big and growing lead for 
Thomas E. Dewey, despite all of Willkie's 
western campaigning. For Massachusetts, 
too, Representative Joseph Martin, Jr., was 
quoted yesterday as finding even MacArthur 
ahead of Willkie. : 

Those Republicans who have stood by 
Willkie will begin very definitely to look 
toward President Roosevelt as the only out- 
standing man in our national life represent- 
ing their viewpoint. They can see that the 
policies they want carried through can only 
be obtained by backing the President. Will- 
kie has posed in the past as a man of cour- 
age. Events are demonstrating, these people 
will note, that it is Mr. Roosevelt who has 
the courage. 

In his latest statement, the Republican 
candidate of 1940 certainly displayed any- 
thing but political fearlessness. The Treas- 
ury, he says, brought forward a proposal but 
it wasn’t so good. What does Mr. Willkie 
want, since he says in the same breath that 
he stands for a higher tax bill? Is it Byrd’s 


anc Taft’s sales tax that he would like to 


have? Let Mr. Willkie answer that question 
and quit straddling and hedging. Does he 
stand for a tax based on ability to pay? Or, 
does he want a sales tax, only he hasn’t the 
courage to say so? 

Willkie “exonerates” Congress of any 
blame for the tax scandal, and at the same 
time he talks about, the necessity for the 
people to sacrifice. Does he pretend to tell 
us that Rankin, Fish, Taft and the rest of 
the Republican-rightist Democrat coalition 
represent the people’s will? 

The people have much to do immediately 
on the matter of taxes. The tax bill has 
been passed over the veto, but the problem 
still remains. Insistence that there be new 
and adequate tax legislation at this present 
session—and NO sales tax—is a MUST for 
the people. Let us get on with the fight!

sue of Laber, official publication 
of 15 railroad unions, shows a work- 
er depositing three packages on the 
President’s desk.
